000,000 was proposed by Mr

General of the United Nations, 
in a report last May. 


The United Statics, belleving 
an “effective and efficient pro- 
gramme” ‘of this value could 
not’ be’ ‘carricd out by the 
United Nations and specialised 
agencies ‘in the first year, was 
confident that a minimum of 
$15,000,000-would--be-avallabie..

to $25,000,000," Mr Thorp said. 

“Even the lowest Ngure would 
represent in extraordinary in= 
crease to be accomplished in a 
single year.”
